AccoraiHJ 
to ilC CARREN, NORMAN told him that at apprqximately 2:00 PM' 
on 4/4/63, an individual going by the name KEN S INGF IE LD^ 
contacted NORMAN in an effort to obtain empToyme nt” as** an" 
automobile salesman at Chip Barwick Company. NORMAN stated 
that^INGF I ELD said he used operate either a Holiday Inn.., 
or some type of a motel in Clarksdale and also used to be 
an encyclopedia salesman. SINGFIELD was acquainted with 
BILL TIDWELL, whom NORMAN was also acquainted with, and 
aho either operates a Howard Johnson Motel or some other 
motel in Clarksdale or somewhere in the Delta area. 

""BORMAN stated that he was reporting this information 
inasmuch as SINGFIELD acted rather strange and appeared 
. to be either under the influence of narcotics or possibly 
drinking. ^NORMAN said that'SlNGFIELD *s description fits 
the description of the p erson that shot" Dr. MARTIN LUTHER 
KING. According to flSffMAN, SINGFIELD appeared to be 
nervous and expressed opposition to the policies of 
President JOHNSON. 

HERMAN said he did not see any automobile in 
whlch^S INGF IELDy Was traveling, but was merely reporting 
the inlformat ion inasmuch as the description of SINGFIELD 
appears similar to that of the Unsub which appeared In 
the Commercial Appeal-, and also because of his strange 
activities .
